was, might well have inspired tho samo enthu- 
asm in his followers, and with. his infinitely 
superior military genius delivered ‘China from 
the Manchu yoku.” It is indeed, curious to 
reflect now what an’ unhappy effect Charles 
Gordon, acting with the best intentions, had on 
the history of Chins, more especially in her in- 
fercourse with forsign nations. “ 

In his chapter on the Triud Society outside 
of China Mr, Stanton deals with the workings 
of this body in Hongkong, a subject which. ho 
is, of course, partieularly fitted to treat, He 
anys: “It is estimated that. shout a third of 
the male population of tho Colony and many 
females are move or less active members. The 
diffleulty of suppressing such an organisation, | 
ax well ay the facilities it affords criminals for 
exeaping from justice, will readily beveen. Of 
the members, many, no doubt, join because of 
the benofita they oxpect to decive in sickness 
‘and distress, and for mutual protection ; others 
join to secure to themselves an immunity from 
oppression by the brotherhood, which, they-sup-, 
poso, they might otherwise .have to endure; 
others join through mere curiosity ; and others 
doubtless join in a patriotic spirit, with the hope 
of vome day restoring a Chinese dynasty. to 
their country. But on the whole there is far 
too much selishness for patriotism to flonvish 

The leading members sock profit and ag- 
graudisement for thiemselfes rather than’ to 
ponéfif the Society ortheirvountry. - .

Not xo miuch that it isan 
innovation, for England in“ hor time hos 
been a bold innovator. in the. méthods of 
wor, but rather because it strikes at principles 
of individual freedom, and at ecomonic frrange- 
ments, .doar to the English people. Leave’ to 
framo. his life after his own fashion, and to go 
about his business in his own way, after paying 
‘his taxes, is what the Englishman nske from his 
Govornment,’. It has occurred to Mr, G. G, 
Coulton that the Swias method of ‘military |. 
service . contains nothing repugnant to. the 
English character, but rather much to recom- 
‘mend it, and-he has written a pamphlet on the 
subject: “A Strong Army ina Free State” 
(Simpkin, Marshall), which. at least is sug- 
gestive and worthy of considoration. ‘The parallel 
drawn between the present Swiss army and the 
English militia of Edward III.’ time is 0 little 
fanciful. Perhaps its chief purpose is te make 
the idea of compulsory military aervica: Jess re- 
| paanant hy giving’ it on historical basis. 
Unfortunately, the points of difference. are 
greater tfan the resemblance, and moreover the 
times have changoil since Edward ITE, was king. 
If the principle of compulsory service is to bo 
faced by Englishmen, it were surely ‘best. put 
plainly before them. If really necessary thoy

appliances.nsod in the United States.” 

‘Phis is a.snost significant example. because it 

gives the.koy to the whole question of the as- 
cendency of American goods in tho markets of 
the world. In this connection it is worth 
remembering Lord Cromer's statement with 
reference to the purchaso of American loco- 
motives for use inthe Soudan, “ Their choice,” 
hesuys. ‘is simply duo to the fact that American 
firms almost invariably offer engines built on 
standard designs of their own at lower pricos 
and in less time, while the English and other 
European makers content themselvos. with their
